Most St. Edward students once 
shared much of the same sentiment about 
SETV-4 at the beginning of this school 
year.

Boyer schedules next snow day

Yesterday, Mr. Eugene Boyer 
announced that he has scheduled our next 
official snow day.

Mr. Boyer: Tornadoes and earthquakes 
are pitiful excuses for missing class. 
Students are expected to take alternate 
routes should they encounter such minor 


weather impediments. Also, students 
should be aware that we have tornado 
drills in effect, and that the Kahl Center is 
available to those seeking shelter from 
earthquakes. 

What motivated your decision to cancel 
classes on January 27 this year? 

Mr. Boyer: It wasn’t my decision. One of 
our students called all of the local TV sta¬ 
tions and imitated me as he told each of 
them we were canceling classes. This is 
why I constantly remind our students to 
make good choices. I promise - it’ll never 
happen again.

Over the last couple of years, St. 
Edward has embarked upon a mission to 
expand the size of its building. The first 
phases of our building project brought the 
school a new Student Activities Center and 
the most recent Jack Kahl Administrative 
Life and Leadership Center. According to 
unofficial polls and anonymous inter¬ 
views, most students say that they have 
been impressed with our recent building 
developments. 

“The benches in the Kahl Center 
have been especially useful to me,” com¬ 
mented one unidentified student. “The 
leak in the ceiling is easy to avoid too.” 

The construction of new building 
additions is far from over. Plans for other 
projects are currently underway. New 
additions still being planned include a new 
chapel, a pre-engineering wing, and a ren¬ 
ovated sports complex. The administra¬ 
tion is even considering the construction of 
a new smokestack in front of the main 
entrance. 

However, the Development 
Office has hit a major bump in the road 
with the proposed alumni athletic com¬ 
plex. Raising funds for the athletic com¬ 
plex has proven to be more difficult than 
originally anticipated. 

“It appears that our athletic com¬ 
plex won’t be the ‘Field of Dreams’ we 


ed in an impromptu interview with The 
Edsman. “Our fundraising situation has 
caused us to need to improvise a little bit.” 

Originally, the “Field of Dreams” 
was intended to be among the best high 
school athletic facilities in Northeastern 


several varsity sports, including varsity 
track, cross country, and soccer. However, 
plans to renovate the existing football field 
into an athletic complex have been 
scrapped. 

Instead, the new athletic complex 


will be incorporated into the design of the 
Kahl Center. 

“A group of faculty members sat 
down in the Kahl Center to discuss the 
new field,” Mr. Becks told The Edsman. 
“We asked ourselves how we could modi¬ 
fy a part of the existing campus into an 
athletic complex.” 

According to Mr. Becks, the fac¬ 
ulty group joked around about having the 
Kahl Center demolished to bring an end to 
students’ complaining about the uses of the 
new building. Then, a paper football 
reportedly hit Mr. Becks smack in the mid¬ 
dle of his forehead. 

“An idea struck me that very 
moment,” Mr. Becks recalled. “I finally 
thought about what the students have been 
really using the Kahl Center for this year.” 
On several occasions, Mr. Becks recalled 
seeing students playing paper football on 
each of the tables during study halls. 

Once the hub of administrative 
life, the Kahl Center will be revamped 
beginning this summer. The renovated 
building will be re-named the Jack Kahl 
Paper Football Stadium when it re-opens 
next fall. The reconstruction process will 
begin with the removal of the Gatorade- 
stained carpet sometime in late June. 
Then, the administration will have the old 
carpeting replaced with artificial turf.

The Rock and Roll Hall of Fame 
is one of Cleveland’s most prized posses¬ 
sions.

George 
Harrison was inducted for his individual 
work when he was part of the Beatles, 
such as “While My Guitar Gently Weeps”, 
as well as his career after the fab-four. 
Harrison was often known as “the quiet 
Beatle” who lived for music and later in 
his life dedicated himself to religion. His 
contribution to the Beatles as well as to 
rock and roll was underestimated during 
his lifetime.
